The oath of office having been administered to these gentlemen, 
by the chief justice, Mr. T. D. Murrin was clected temporary 
president, and Edward Orpen temporary secretary of the council. 

The president called the council to order. 

On'motion of Mr. Poole, Mr. Lacy was appointed Sergeant-at- 
arms pro tem. 


On motion of Mr. Laycock, Mr. Lemons was appointed door- 
keeper pro tem. 
Mr. Whitehead moved that the president of the council be

However, I will endeavor as your 
presiding officer to faithfully and impartially discharge those duties 
devolving upon me, asking your assistance and indulgence in all 
matters appertaining to the duties of president of the council. I 
thank you

appointed to wait on the house and notify it of the permanent 
organization of the council, in order that a committee of both 
houses may wait on the governor and inform him that both houses 
were ready to receive any communication that he may desire to 
make them.

Council adjourned to 10 o'clock, October 18th, 1869. 
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SECOND DAY, Ccroger 18, 1869. 


Council met pursuant to adjournment and was called to order. 
President in the chai. 

Prayer by the chaplain, Rev. W. C. Poole. 

Roll called. 

The following councilmen answered to their names, viz: 
Messrs. Whitehead, Wadman, Brady, Muirin, Laycock, and 
Poole. 

Mr. J R. Whitehead called the attention of the council to 
the fact that ıt was necessary to know what instructions were 
given by the secretary of the treasury at Washington, to the 
secretary of Wyoming Territory, relative to the number of 
offices allowed by the federal government to this council. 

The president admimstered the oath of office to Edward 
Orpen, secretary, and Mark Parish, assistant secretary of the 
council. 

Mr. Wardman arose to a point of order, asserting the right, 
previous to the introduction of other matters, of action being 
taken on his motion, laid over to this morning, having reference 
to the appointment of a messenger. He now renewed said motion, - 
that a messenger be elected. 

Mr. Wetherell and Mr. Lemons were put in nomination. 

On a ballot, Mr. Lemons was declared elected messenger. 

Mr. Poole moved that a committee of three members be 
appointed by the council, to draft a code of rules for the regula- 
tion of the business of the council. i 

The president appointed on this committee Messrs. Poole. 
Wardman and-Brady. 

Mr. Whitehead nominated the Rev. W. C. Poole as chaplain of 
the council, and en motion, was declared elected by acclamation. 

Mr. Whitehead also nominated Henry A¥nsfeld as foreman of 
the council, who, upan motion, was declared elected. ; 

The secretary was instructed to inform the house of the perfect 
organization af the council, and the appointment by said council 
of a committee of three, viz: Messrs. Whitehead, Murrin and Ward- 
man, as a portion of a jomt committee to inform his excellency 
the governor, that both houses have been permanently organized 
and ready to receive any communication he may desire to make.

governor of the territory of Wyoming, came forward -and was 
@ introduced to the jomt session by president Bright, and proceeded 
i to deliver his inaugural address, which is as follows: - 
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GOVERNOR'S MESSAGE 


TO THE 


First Legislative Assembly of Wyoming Territory. 


* 


Fellow Citizens of the Council and House of Representatives: 


It affords me pleasure to welcome the representatives of the, 
‘people of Wyoming Territory, met together for the first time in our 
history ina legislativecapacity. The duties devolving upon you are 
arduous and of the mostimportant character that will probably fall to 
any legislative assembly convened during our Territorial organi- 

zation. Coming together as the pioneers of a future State, I 
trust that this initial point in our history will be marked by no 
personal dissentions, no mere partizan schemes and no local jeal- | 
ousies, but that we may work unitedly for the common good of the 
whole Territory, and through it for the good of our whole country. 
In this way, andin this way alone, can we secure our own self- 
respect, the esteem of our cotemporaries and the regard of pos- 


terity. 
Territorial Organization, 


A brief glance at what has already been accomplished in the | 
way of a Territorial organization, may assist us to a better under- 
standing of our present condition : t ) 

On the 25th day of July, 1868, the “Act to provide a tem- 
porary government for the Territory of Wyoming” was approved 
by the president and became a law. The seventeenth section of 
this act provided thatthe act should take effect from and after the 
time when the executive and judicial officers therein provided for | 
should have been duly appointed and qualified. From causes 
which it is not necessary here to enumerate, these officers were 
not appointed and qualified until the 15th day of April, 1869, 
when the governor and secretary qualified in their respective 
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offices. On the 19th day of May, 1869, the judicial officers having , 
qualified and the'organization of the territory having been com- 
pleted as required by lawy I issued my first proclamation, defining 
the judicial districts of the territory, assigning judges to the sev- 
eral districts, and dešignatmg the times and places for -holding 
courts therein. On the 9th day of June, the second proclamation 
was issued. It was intended merely to supply an omission in the 
first and attached for judicial purposes to thé county of Carter 
and Third Judicial, District that portion of Wyoming detached 
from the territories of Idaho and Utah, Under. these and 
subsequent proclamations, terms of the district courts have been 
held m each of the districts. A large amount of business has 
been brought before thé courts, and disposed of in a manner 
highly creditable to the officers of the several courts, and it is 
beheved to-the very general satisfaction of all law-abiding citi- 
zens of the territory. 


Census. 


In the meantime, the United States Marshal was instructed on. 
the 28th day of May; ‘to take “a census of enumeration of the 
inhabitants of the several ‘counties or districts of the Territory,” 
as provided by the fourth section of the‘organic act. The Mar- 
shal proceeded with:due dilligenceto the exccution of the duties 
imposed on him, but-owing to vexatious. and unavoidable. delays, 
occasioned by the declination or refusalto act of some of the dep- 
uties, and other causes growing out of sparseness of population, 


and wide extent of territory to be traveled, the full returns of the» 


census were not received until the 30th day of July. 
l Election. 


On thé 2d day of August, a proclamation was issued, as provided 
by the fourth section of the organic-act, calling-an election to be 
held at the several precincts therein designated, on the 2d day of 
September, for members of the legislative assembly, and for a del- 
egate to represent the people in the Forty-first Congress. The 
election was held at the time designated, and as one of its resulis 
there was delegated to you the responsible duty of framing the 
first laws of our local government. Estimates of the expenses in- 
curred in taking the census and-holding the election, together with 
the returns received, willbe submitted to you for your information _ 
and action. ` j oA - - m

Appointments. 


On my first arrival in the territory, a number of cases were: 
reported to me of Vacancies in-office, and of persons Holding 
office under doubtful’authority. “In some such cases Fhave filled . 
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the vacancies by appointment, and I have‘issued new commissions 
to those whose authority to act as officers was doubtful. In other 
cases, where there appeared to be no immediate necessity for fill- 
ing the offices, I have made no appointments and the vacancies 
still exist. 


Indian Raids and Militia. 


On the 10th of May the Sioux Indians made an incursion into 
Wind river valley, where they murdered four white men, stole a 
number of horses and mules, and escaped with their booty. The 
facts were reported to me by the county commissioners of Carter 
county, with the request that troops might be sent for the 
protection of the citizens. On my report of the facts to the 
commander of the military department of which this territory is a 
part, he promptly responded that he would furnish the troops as soon 
as it was possible, and soon after he sent to the Wind River Valley, 
one company of infantry and one of cavalry, one of which is still in 
the valley. On the 3d day of July, the Siouxs made another 
inroad into the valley, carrying off some stock. And again, on 
the 14th day of September, they came into the valley and mur- 
dered four white persons, but were driven off with considerable 
loss by the troops. On the 28th of the same month, they made a ~ 
raid on the mining settlements and murdered three miners near 
Atlantic City, escaping unmolested. Immediately after the raid 
in July, at the request of prominent citizens, I applied to the de- 
partment commander for arms and ammunition, to which request 
he responded by telegraphing to Fort Bridger an order to have 
the arms and ammunition sent at once to the commissioners, at 
South Pass City, for distribution to the citizens in threatened local- 
ities. These arms have been receipted for by the county com- 
missioners of Carter county, who are held personally accountable 
for them, and who also paid for their transportation to South Pass 
City. This responsibilty is one which it is unjust to compel them 
to assume, and from which they should be relieved. In order to 
place it where it properly belongs, and at the same time provide 
more efficient means for the protection of the settlers against In- 
dian raids, I recommend the passage of a militia law, providing 
for the formation of volunteer companies, or the enrollment 
of all persons liable to military duty, under such rules and 
regulations as you may deem proper. Upon my application, the 
Secretary of War has promised to furnish the quota of arms to 
which the Territory is entitled under the laws of Congress, and as 
soon as it is decided what kind of arms are needed for militia, they 
can be procured. ° 

I have thus given briefly a sketch of the organization of the 
Territory so far as it has been effected, and the principle events 
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that have occurred in it since its organization. The future is in 
your hands and the hands of the people whom you represent 


srtent of the Territory. 


The territory of Wyoming is rectangalar in form, and extends 
from tlie twenty-seventh to the thn ty-fourth meridian of longtitude, 
and from the forty-first to the forty-fifth degrees of latitude, em- 
bracing an area of some 97,600 square miles, or about 62,464,- 
000 acres. : 

Our climate presents the most agreeable conditions of climatic 


ð 


influences on earth, and we have well-grounded reasons for believ- ` 


ing that on our soil and underneath it are to be found all that can 
be desired to insure for our young territory a growth in wealth 
and prosperity unsurpassed even by the marvelous progress of the 
rich and populous states, which were but a few years since the 
territories of the west. 


Agriculture. 


Tt .is‘ impossible at present to estimate properly the agricul- 
tural capabilities of our soil. We have long known that in the rich 
valleys of our mountain streams, the cereals, vegetables and other 
products grow as luxuriantly as in the most favored regions of 
the temperate zene. Such is the unvarying testimony of the 
travelers who have explored these valleys, confirmed by the more 
recent experience of settlers, all of whom are delighted with the 
salubrity of climate and fertility of soil. In the present season, 
experiments are being made by public spirited citizens, which so 
far as they have advanced have produced the most-favorable and 
encouraging results, and prove that by a proper system of arriga- 
tion, there 1s but a small portion of our soil, 1f any, that may not 
be made to produce the kindly fruits of the earth in due season, 
In addition to this, the great elimatic change that has taken place 
since the settlement of the territory, warrants us in indulging the 
hope that in the not fay distaat future, a sufficient quantity of 
rain will fall-each season to bring forth and mature the season’s 
crop. 


Trees. 


One of the greatest inconveniences under which we labor, is 
the scarcity of timber for use, and trees for fruit, shade and adorn- 
ment. Jt is kuowa that trees will grow m almost all portions of 
the territo y, and I would recommend that you devise such consti- 
tutional means as are in your power to encourage their culture. 


Stock Raising. 


In the chosen home of the buffalo and other gramniverous 
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animals, which have for unnumbered-years roamed over our plains 
and subsisted upon their succulent and nutritious grasses, it would 
seem superflous to say anything in relation to our advantages as 
a steek growing country, or the wisdom and_propriety of passing 
such laws as will give protection to herds and flocks, and thus 
encourage our people to engage in pastoral pursuits. Ina climate 
so mild that horses, cattle, sheep and goats can live m the open _ 
air through all the winter months, and fatten on the dry and 
apparently withered grasses of the soil, there would appear to be 
scarcely a limit to the number that could be raised. i 

There is an old Spanish proverb that ‘‘ wherever the foot of 
the sheep touches, the land is turned into gold,” and the dry, 
gravelly soil of our plains is peculiarly adapted for raising sheep, for 
while it produces the richest of grasses for their consumption, it 
is of a character that preserves their feet fromthe disease most 
fatal to the flocks. As it is well known that the finer wools are 
grown at great altitudes, we should be able to supply the world 
with almost unlimited-quantities of the best wool. While it may 
be justly deemed a reproach to the country at lage that the 
United States has been for years past an importer of wool to the 
averagé amount of fifty millions of pounds por annum, itis a source 
of satisfaction to us to know that there is a ready market at oun) 
doors among our own countrymen, for so large an amount of all 
that we can grow. f i 

Tt is not sheep alone of the wool-bearmg animals that can be 
made so profitable on our plains. Our mountain ranges are in 
many respects reduplications of the country in which the most 
valuable and delicate varieties of the Cashmere or Angora goats 
are raised, and those flocks which browse on the shrubs growing 
at hich altitudes in the rare, high atmosphere of the mountains, 
invariably produce the longest and finest fleece. The importation 
of these goats into our territory should be enconaged. 

Gonumbered cattle must be raised and fattened on our soil, 
and with the cheap railroad freights which we have a right to 
expect, the herdsmen of our plains, while advancing his own for- 
tunes, will prove a benefactor to the laboring classes of the east; 
by bringing the price of the best beef within the limit of their 
means. 


Petroleum. 


In the different and widely separated portions of- our territory 
large quantities of petroleum have been discovered, rendering it 
certain that in the not distant future, this will prove one of our 
great sources of wealth. 


Mining Interests. A 
The incalculable mining resources of our territory demand 
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your most serious and careful consideration. Although we are 

accustomed to look upon mines when they are first discovered as 

capable of yielding an unfailmy supply of minerals, all experience, 
points to the fact that the supply in a mine or mining district, 1s 

limited, and the mines, especially of the precious metals, are 

sooner or-later exhausted. I believe it is the duty of all govern- 

wnents to look more closely to these than to any other of our 

material interests. It is our duty to carefully watch the unlock- 

ing of what has been so aptly described as the “strong box of 
the country,” because, once carried away, its treasures can never 

be replaced, while the other sources of wealth, can only be 

retarded in their deyclopment, but never destroyed, The farmer 

may, by rotation of crops, or by resting ns exhausted fields, 

recuperate his worn out soil. The ‘shepherd and herdsman, so 

long as they have the land, may raise other flocks and herds m 

the place of those slaughtered for the market, or which have fallen 

victims to disease. But where minerals are taken from the earth, 

they are not to be replaced. So much wealth has been taken 

from the eartht—the precious, metals, to form the circulating me- 
dium of the world, and the iron, copper and other of the baser 

metals to be reproduced and manufactured into the thousands of 
@apérishable, useful and beautiful forms which the growth of an 
enlightened civilization has made almost as much*necessaries for 
our people as the perishable products of the soil. Indications of 
the existenee of silver, copper and lead ore and other minerals, 
bave been discovered in various portions of the territory, and 
will, no doubt, in tıme, prove remunerative to those who will wok 

the miness Our immense deposits of valuable iron ore, can be 
transmuted almost on the spot where it is taken from the earth 

into iron of the best quality. Our vast coal beds supply us with 
a coal which has in ıt no trace of sulphur, and requires no prepa 

ration to make it usefyl for smelting purposes. These coal beds 
obviate the necessity of wood for fuel, by yielding us a hard bitu- | 
minous coal of as good a quahty as has been discovered in any 
other mines in the country. More than this, they have made the- 
successful working of the Pacific railroad na longer a problem. 

~ They will enable us to supply the markets of the treeless plains 
east of us, and of the pacific slope of the mountains. They wall 

give employment to thousands cf laborers, and prove a source of 

untold wealth to our future state, l 


Gold Mines. 

On the slopes of the several eastern ranges of the Rocky 
mountains where they descend into the rich valleys of our moun- 
tain streams, have been discovered indications of the richest gold- 
bearing districts, that have ever yet been opened upon this 
continent, In but two of these districts, one near the head of the 
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Sweetwater river, and the othernear the North Park on the southe 

borders of our territory liave the mines been even partially develop 
and the results obtained in these districts have been of a characte, 
to justify as in indulging the highest hopes of their immensg 
resources. The quartz rock is unusually rich, showing numerenj 
traces of free gold; it is free from sulphure‘s or -othe 
refractory mineral substances, and readily yields to ordinary 
treatment. Water is easily procured, and gulch mining ; 
extraordinarily profitable. 
Wise laws for the regulation of mining and the protection of 
miners should be enacted. In the enactment of these laws it is; 
difficult question to decide where your duty to the governmen 
ends, and encroachment on the rights of the private citiza 
begins, but fortunately, you have past experience to guide you. I 
might be a proper subject for your consideration whether it is i 
the province of the legislature to enact such laws as will preven 
an ignorant, wasteful and destructive system of mining. À 
The history of mining jurisprudence is almost entirely made y 
of eases arising ont of disputed claims and titles. It is simp! 
justice to the miners to enact laws such as will enable them 
procure proper and indisputable titles to their mines. By th 
course, the best interests of our miners and of our whole peopl 
will be subserved, as capitalists will have no hesitancy in makin 
investments in mines which are sure not only to yield a profitabig 
return, but where they can also feel assured thas their rights ang 
interests will be protected during their personal absence, by ai 
the solemn guarantees of law. 


General Observations. 


I would by no means advocate the fostering of one interest 4 
the detriment of others, but our agricultural, pasteral, mining 
manufacturing a'd commercial intereststare so intimately blende 
— so dependent one upon the other for their full and comple 
development—- that to foster one interest will almost necessari} 
result in the stimulating and sustaining the other resources of os 
wealth. The large mining districts will require food, and y 
more productive soil can be found for the agriculturiss than th 
rich valleys into which the gold bearing slopes descend. Q 
grazing lands will subsist horses and oxen for their daily use 
furnish beef and mutton for their daily consumption, and wool f 
ther clothing; and this wool will bring a manufteturin 
population in our midst, whose engines and looms will be a% 
from the iron now hidden in our soil, and propelled by coal tay 
from our vast coal beds. | 

Let no one imagine that I am drawing an imaginary sketchy 
speaking other words than those of truth and soberness. “ 
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ealities of the past half century—even of the past score 
f years—-are to us prophecies, not simply of the possibilities, 
utof the probabilities of our almost immediate future. These 
vonders in our country are the results, under the providence of 
od, of labor intelligently directed and perseveringly applied. 


Bureau of Statistics. 


In order to properly direct, and also to ascertain the results of 
he labor of the thousands of immigrants that will doubtless at an 
arly day fill up our, tetritory, I respectfully recommend to your 
onsideration the establishment of a bureau of statistics, under 
harge of a commissioner, whose duty it should be to collect all 
nformation in relation to our history, resources, progress in 
griculture, mining, manufactures, commerce, and all other 
nformation in relation to the territory, which might be of present or 
ermanent interest. Such a bureau would enable our legislativeand 
xecutive departments to act intelligently in all their projects for 
he advancement of the interests of Wyoming. If it is deemed 
nadvisable from motives of economy to increase the number of 
ficers in the infancy of our territory, this duty might be 
evolved upon one of the territorial officers in connection with his 
ther .duties. 


= Immigration. 


The encouragement of immigration is of the greatest import- 
nee tous. The incalculable wealth ofour plains, valleys and hills 
ill be of no benefit to us if we do not obtain the labor that will 
ake that wealth available. The emigrants of the old world are 
ocking to a country where the poorest citizen is under the pro-- 
ction of the law equally with therichest. It is this class of emigrants 
e should secure. Descended from the same ancestors—of kin- 
ed blood and religion—they would rapidly assimilate and become 
one with us. We should have upon our soul, as nearly as pos- 
ble, a homogeneous people, if’we expect to make sure progress 

our moral and material prosperity. But while this class of 
ermanent settlers are most desirable, we should remember that 
l labor is profitable, and that all emigrants of whatever nation- 
lity, who will aid us in the development of the resources of our 
erritory, should be aided and encouraged to come amongst us. 

should be the duty of the commissioner of statistics to collect 
d disseminate information in relation to our Territory, in such a 
ay as might be deemed most advisable, and best calculated to 
duce immigrants to make their homes with us. I would respect- 


ly recommend that an appropriation from the treasury be made 
r that purpose. 
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Hducation. a E 


Ea 

The subject of education will doubtless receive your early 
‘attention. In laying the foundation of a new State, this should 
be the corner stone, for without it no durable political fabric can 
he erected. It matters little how great our material prosperity 
may be, if our moral and intellectual growth does not keep pace 
with it. It isa duty we owe not only to ourselves and to our 
posterity, but to mankind In the diffusion of knowledge among 
the people rests our only hope for the preservation of our free 
institutions, During the late war, when armed treason attempted 
the destruction of our government, 14 was from those sections 
where school houses and churches were most numerous, that the 
greatest number sprang to arms to defeud the institutions that 
education, received in those churches and school houses, taught 
them to appreciate. Let us remember, also, that “ rightcousness 
exaltcth a uation.” The church follows the school-house. They 
mutvally support each other, and when the state builds one, the 
people ere soon educmed io build the other. Now, in the 
infancy of our territory, let the fostering aid and encouragement 
of the government be given to every scheme for the advance- 
ment of education, and to esteblish as the corner stone of 
our embryo state, the principle of univerral free commen seasol 
education. 


i u céfic fia ilroad. 


In one particular our situation as a territory is entirely new 
and somewhat anomalous for pioneers. For the first iime in the 
history of our country, the organization of & territorial govern- 
meat was rendered nécessary by the building of a railroad. Here- 
tofore the railroad has been the follower instead of the pioneer of 
civilization. It is our duty to shape our action in all the depart- 
ment of the territorial government, so as to assist in carrying out 
the object which the government and the projectors and builders 
of the road had in view. We should never forgot what the world 
owes to the men who had the wisdom to conceive this vast under- 
takivg and the ability to execute it; at the same tine, itis a duty 
that we-rhe dwell upon the line of the road owe not only to our- 
selves, but to the nation which in so pumneely a manner, gave of its 
treasuxe to build the roed, to see, es far asin us lics, that it is not 
diverted from its original shject. We should endeavor by all 
proper means, and by representacion: to the proper authorities, to 
secure that low tariff for freight and passeugers, which it is equally 
for the interest of the railroad company to grant, and for our ben- 
efit and the benefit of the whole country to obtain. 
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The Indians. 


There is now within the limits of the territory, one Indian res- 
ervation proper, which includes what is known as the Wind river 
country, being the valleys watered by the Wind river and its trib- 

- utaries. This extensive and valuable portion of the territory is 
the natural basin from which agricultural supplies for our mining 
districts should be drawn. The valleys of these streams are 
capable of affording a cheap and abundant supply to our miners 
of all the products of the soil, and no one can doubt that this will 
be their use at no distant day. In addition to this Shoshone res- 
ervation, a treaty concluded with the Sioux Indians at Fort Lar- 
amie on the 29th day of April, 1868, stipulates that the country 
north of the North Platte river and east of the summit of the Big 
Horn mountains shall be held and considered to be unceded Indian 
territory, and also stipulates that no white person shall be permitted 
to settle upon or occupy any portion of the same; or without the con- 
sent of the Indians first had and obtained, to pass through the same. 
These lands comprise more than one-fourth of the finest and richest 
portions of-our territory—our strong box and our garden spots. 
Under the present wise and judicious policy of the government to 
collect the Indians on their reservations, where they are to be 
taught the arts of civilization, and instructed in the cultivation of 
the soil, these unceded lands must soon be abandoned by the Sioux, 
and they will be restricted to their reservations proper. I trust 
that as the Indians have already violated the treaty,’ it will be 
entirely abrogated by our government, and this vast extent of terri- z 
tory given up to civilization. I hope algo that the reservation of 
the Shoshone Indians will be restricted so far as to give to each 
Indian as much arable land as will by proper cultivation yield him 
a support, and no more. This the Indian has aright to ask. It 
is amistaken kindness to give him more, and so long as these im- 
mense reservations are kept up, so long will Indian troubles con- 
tinue and the settlement of the country be retarded. There is but 
one honorable, legitimate way in which these lands can be settled, 
and that is by securimg a modification of the treaty with the Indians. 
As long as these treaties are in force they are the law of the land, 
and.as such will be respected by all’ good law-abiding citizens. It 
Jsour duty to see that these treaties, which are the most sacred of 
laws, should be faithfully carried out on our part. The Indian is 
Jealous of his rights, and when his domain’ is invaded it is the 
white race that he holds responsible and not any particular indi- 
vidual, and it is on the nearest, of.the race that he wreaks his ven- 
geance. In addition’ ic this, it is, at present, only the reckless 
adventurer that profits by these encroachments on Indian territory. 
Honorable men; respecting the laws,of the land, cannot be induced 
to break the faith of the government and jeopardize. the lives and 


~ 
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property of innocent citizens, by encroaching upon their land and 
exasperating unreasoning savages. : 


Game Laws. 


At present an abundance of game is roaming over our plains; 
and tHe finest and most delicate fish abound in our waters, whick 
will, so long as they can be saved from wanton destruction, prove 
æ constant source of pleasure to sportsmen, and of revenue to the 
hunter. I would earnestly recommend the passage of laws for the 
protection of game and fish during the breeding season, in order 


that a` constantly recurring supply may be kad for use. 
o Registry Law. 


` Every effort should be made to preserve the purity of elections, 

without which our boasted free institutions are a delusion and a 
cheat, and as experience has demonstrated that a registration of 
votes is of the greatest assistance in preserving the purity of the 
ballot-box, I would respectfully urge upon you the passage of s 
law providing for such registration. 


Code of Laws. 


The adoption of a code of civil and criminal procedure for the 
territory is of a vital importance. As your session is limited b 
law, and so many subjects will be pressing upon you for action, [ 

would. respectfully suggest that the preparation of a code be 
referred by you to a commission to consist of the chief justice of 
the territory and such other persons learned in the law as he may 
select. The code should be prepared and presented to you for 
your action at as early a day in the session as practicable. 


Salaries of the Judiciary. 


Your attention is invited to the inadequate salary given the 
judiciary of the territory. Jt should be remembered that thew 
officers are prohibited by their position from engaging in ths 
practice of their profession, and the small salary that they receiv 
is all that they can rely upon for their support. I would sugges 
that you take into consideration the propriety of making » 
appropriation from the territorial treasury for increasing their 
salary to a sum in some measure commensurate with the value d 
their services, the amount of labor they perform, and the high 


price of living in the territory. 
Land Office. 
We are at present laboring under great inconvenience, o 


account of the failure of congress to establish a land office in th 
territory. An appropriation was made for surveying the pub 


+ 
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Jands of Wyoming, but: from some cause a bill for establishing a 
land office did not pass. This is of the greatest importance from 
the fact that the improvement of the soil will not be undertaken 
within twenty miles of the railroad on either side, so long as there 
exists the present uncertainty as to whether the land belongs to 
the government or the railroad company. I do not doubt, how- 
ever, that congress, which has always been liberal and generous 
in its course towards the people of the territories, will remedy 
this at its next session. 


Penitentiary. 


By an act of congress approved 23d January, 1867, the net 
roceeds of the internal revenue in certain territories of the 
nited States, to the amount of forty thousand dollars in each, 

was set aside for the purpose of erecting penitentiaries at such 
places in the several territories as might be selected by their 
respective legislatures. Under an arrangement I had entered into 
with the superintendent of the house of correction at Detroit, 
Michigan, for the confinement and subsistence of prisoners 
convicted in our territorial courts, the details of which will be 
submitted to you for your approval or disapproval, all criminals 
must be transported to Detroit, at considerable expense and with 
great liability of' their escaping. From motives of economy and 
prudence, we should have a penitentiary at some accessible point 
in our territory, and it would be well for you to select a site for a 
penitentiary at your present session, in order that should congress 
pass a Jaw authorizing the retaining of any sum from the internal 
revenue collected in the territory fcr the purpose of building the 
penitentiary the work may by proceeded with without delay. The 
territory of Dakota has thus far reaped the benefit of the revenue 
collected in what now forms the territory of Wyoming. 


Territorial Inbrary. : 


I am informed by the secretary of the interior, that he has 
in his possession a number of volumes of “state papers,” and 
other public documents, which will be forwarded for the public 
library, in case the territory will pay for their transportation. I 
would recommend an appropriation for this purpose, and for the 
establishment of a territorial library. 


County Organization. 

That portion of Wyoming detached from the territories of 
Utah and Idaho is without a county organization, and it will be 
necessary for you to take action to remedy the inconvenience 
attending this condition of affairs. 


+ 
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* Economy. 


I desire most earnestly to impress upon you the necessity for 
the most rigid economy in making appropriations for the adminis. 
tration of the territorial governinent. Scan closely every project 
for taking money from the public treasury. A heavy debt bas 
been incurred by our government in the successful prosecution of 
a war to prevent the disruption of our beloved country, and we 
are called upon to bear our share of the lionorable burden. In 
view of this fact, our territorial taxes shéuld be made as light a 


„possible. Let us make economy the rule here as it is in the 


national administration. Let us incur no debt that ean possibly 
be ayoided. Let each day bear the day’s burdens, and all will be 
well for ourselves and for our posterity. 


Territorial Officers. 


I take pleasure in assuring you of my hearty support, and 
think I may safely promise you the intelligent and cordial co-oper- 
ation of my associates in the territorial offices, in all your projects 
for the development of the resources of the territory and the 
advancement of her true interests. 


Conclusion. 


In conclusion I cannot but congratulate upon the favorable 
auspices under which you are assembled. Peace is within our 
borders. Concord and good feeling are taking the place of discord 
and animosities engendered by the war. In the wake of peace 
will follow all national blessings Although we can take no part 
in national politics, we rejoice that we have au administration from 
which we may confidently expect adherence to the fundamental 
principles of our government. We rejoice that we are citizens of 
an undivided country almost boundless in extent and inexhaustable 
in resources. ` 

God grant that we may all prove worthy of these blessings, 
and that your deliberations may be alike honorable to yourselves,

Seventh, After the bill shall have been thus signed in each 
house, it shall be presented by said committee to the governor, 
for his approval, and they shall forthwith report the day and hour 
of presentation, which shall be entered upon the journal of the 
house in which the bill originated.

owing: 

First, The territory has not a dollar with which to pay for 
e services of a commission, nor have the people any means 
ith which to pay any expense of legislation beyond the actual 
cessities of the hour. To run in debt from three to six 
ousand dollars when it can be reasonably avoided, is as poor 
licy for a territory as for an individual. 

Second, The people have selected the different members of 
is body from their number, and have commissioned us to act for 
em, and it is our duty todo so to the best of our ability. That 
e people may have failed in the selecction is not now the 
estion. The duty is upon us and not upon others, and upon 
r oaths we are to act. To-employ legal aid is undoubtedly 
thin our province, and might ke advantageous to the people, 
t for the following reasons, we believe it unnecessary: 


a ed 
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First, After a code shall be reported, the whole labor of ex- 


’ amining and revising is upon the different committees, particularly 


the judiciary committee of both houses ; -and differing as all men 
must, if conscientiously discharging their duty, many alterations 
must follow and hence time will be consumed. 

Second, If the judiciary committee in both houses divide these 
codes of civil, criminal and justicés’ procedure, and each commit- 
tee prepare certain portions after having agreed, as has already 
been done upon a theory, adopting as a basis codes of other states 
and territories, taking therefrom a modé of proceeding in courts, 
adapted to the wants of the people, we see no more labor for the 

‘committees than in revising the report of a commission, except in 
the question of clerk hire, to copy for us, and whoever prepares the 
code, the same clerk hire has to be paid for. 

Third, So long as the codes are being prepared by men of our 
own body, we can control the same and expedite matters when 
time shall drive us. 

Fourth, The chief justice of our territory has tendered his 


- services gratuitously to advise with and sid us, and we shall 


interchange views with members of the bar, and try to act in 
concert upon matters pertaining to these codes. 

Fifth, The only fear we have is that time will crowd upon us, 
Give us clerical aid for four or five weeks to the amount of a few 
hundred dollars, and these codes can be prepared and passed into 
a law, andif defective, as theyg unquestionably will be, whoever 
prepares them, the next legislature is but one year în the future, 
and can remedy our defective legislation. —

Your special committee to whom was referred council bill No. 
28, a bill organizing the counties of the territory of Wyoming, 
report that, having given the subject of the bill a careful consid- 
eration; itis the unanimous opinion of your committee that it 
should become a law, and the following are the prominint reasons 
therefor. 

First, The boundaries proposed are natural; ‘are the promi- 
nent land marks upon the face of the earth, being gorges, rivers 
or hills. The Dale creek canyon and the crest of the Black 
hills would seem to make a natural boundary between the first 
and second countics. So with the North Platte. It is a promi- 
nent line to divide the second from the third county. So with 
Green river as a line between the third and fourth counties. Tt 
is almost an impassable barrier between them. Of course these 
marked lines only obtain in the southern half of the territory, 
and as the population is in such half, there is no immediate 
necessity for more definite lines across the northern half of the 
territory- 

Second, This division quite equally divides the railway 
property. The eastern county has the least number of miles, 
but the most valuable improvements, as compared with the two 
western counties particularly. 

Third, The population of the territory is as well divided as it 
can be possibly by meridian lines. No division can be made 
except by irregular, imaginary lines, that will as well subserve 
the people. 

fourth, It gives each county a military post in which to 
imprison prisoners charged with crimes, until other arrangements 
can be made. i 

Fifth, Each county will be entirely competent to support + 
thorough county organization. 
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` Sixth, No county need be attached to another county for 
judicial purposes. One of the justices will have two cownties. 
True, but being on the railroad it is of no consequence. In any 
division the same would still be true. 

Seventh, -Four counties, the objecter says, makes them too 
large. We answer, so is the division with six or eight. There is 
no escaping the question of size, but in having too many, the 
counties cannot support county organizations. Leave the propos- 
ition to make four only. True, by this bill Carbon county is 
absorbed. We think it should be, and the people thereof, if they 
should have one year’s experience in running a county government, 
would think so too. We earnestly advise that the bill become a 
law, at least in the nrain features. The names of the counties 
being a matter of taste; of course; your committee can with pro- 
pnety only suggest that each name should be suggestive; its 
mention should point to a locality. The names in the-bill do this, 
All of which is respectfully submitted. |

In one instance by fixing the 
ime of the district court, ın what would be under the bill a second 
udicial district, on the same day with the meeting of the supreme 
wrt, the judge of the 2d district is virtually prohibited fiom 
cing present at the first term of the supreme cow t. 

The decisions of this tribunal, on account of the great inter- 
sts involved, and the mportance to be attached to them as 
recedents, ought not to have their force weakened by the absenve, 
ompelled by law, of any of its members. The great unanimity 
ith which the people in the“two districts to be effected by this 
ill have opposed it, ought, in my opinion, to have some weight, 
hemore especially, as I am not aware of any particular advantage 
o be gained by the people of the territory in the administration 
f justice, by making the change proposed. 

I cannot, therefore, consistently with my sense of duty,‘give 
y consent to a scheme to prevent one of the judges fiom pitting 
nthe supreme bench, in utter defiance of the laws of congiess, 
nd of the will of the people.
